would wreck the natural happiness of

89. Such investigation would have 
disclosed the fact that said charges 
were absolutely false, and if any 
charges were, indeed, made, that they 
were the cruel fabrications of mali- 
cious slanderers,, actuated by mer- 
ecenary motives, so utterly without 
foundation that the purported authors 
of the calumnies exacted the shelter 
of secrecy as part of the price of their 
perfidy.

‘Federal Judge 


And Prohibition 
Chiet to Confer 


Fred D. Dismuke Plans Con- 
ference With Judge Bar- 
rett at Savannah. 


Fred D. Dismuke, federal prohibi- 
tion director for Georgia, will go to 
Savannah Sunday night, remaining 
there Monday for the purpose of hold- 
ing a conference with Federal Judge 


William H. Barrett regarding the late 


ter’s decision handed down Friday 
relative to enforcement of the prohi- 
bition laws. 

Mr. Dismuke had not received an 
official copy of the decision Satur- 
day, and refused to discuss the ruling 
more than to say that he was going 
to Savannah and ascertain exactly 
what the decision was and how it 
applied to federal officers. 

Nothing more than press dispatches 
concerning the ruling, which apparent- 
ly borbids the search of automobiles 
without a search warrant, had come 
to Mr. Dismuke’s attention, and as 
it stands now, he was not sure 
whether or not officers operating in 
the southern district will be permit- 
ted to continue their methods of en- 
forcing the law or whether the ruling 
will require them to avoid searches 
without warrants. 

Mr. Dismuke was also unable to 
say whether or not the ruling of Judge 
Barrett would be cited by defense in 
any of the cases which officers make 
in other districts, although in view 
of the press dispatch versions of the 
decision, it would seem that such 
eventualities might develop. 

The cases cited in press dispatches 
questions on which are said to have 
resulted in the decision béing ren: 
dere, are similar to a number of 
cases which have been made by fed- 
eral officers operating in practically 
every section of Georgia. 

Mr. Dismuke wilf return to Atlanta 
Tuesday, at which time, he stated, he 
would be in position to outline meth- 
ods which will be urged by officers fv 
enforcing the law, in the event any 
change is made necessary through the 
ruling.

Through car service for handling | 


package freight from Atlanta with 
out transfer to Havana, Cuba, will be 
inaugurated by the Southern railway 


system on March 1, in connection with } 


the Florida East Coast railway and 
ite ocean-going car-ferries, operating 
daily between Key West and Havana. 

Freight will be assembled and cars 
for Havana loaded at the Southern’s 
Atlanta terminal, known as Inman 
transfer, to which package cars are 
run from all the principal shipping and 
transfer points east of the Mississippi. 
The ears will be handled on fast man- 
ifest trains by the Southern to Jack- 
sonville and by the Florida East Coast 
to Key West, where they 
switched aboard the car ferries and, in 
turn, switched to railway tracks on 
arrival at Havana. 

This service will greatly simplify 
the shipping of less-than-carload 
freight to Cuba, packing regulations 
being the same as for domestic shi.- 
ments, and railway officials expect rt 
to prove of great convenience to ship- 
pers throughout southern, eastern, mid. 
dle western and western states and a 
substantial factor in building up the 
export business of

FILES CROSS BILL 
IN DIVORCE CASE 
NOW 11 YEARS OLD 


After having been listed as “among 
those missing” for eleven years and 
eighteen days, u divorce suit filed 


in Fulton superior court January 30, | 


1912, was dug up from its mysteri- 
ous grave Saturday by Walter Burks.

“How do vou do it?” I asked Nara- 
zen. 

“Whr.” grinned the youthful cham 
pion, “I’ve had two good nights’ sleep. 
{t makes all difference in the world. 
On this trip we have been invited out 
often, and it’s hard to break away to 
set to bed early.

When I get home I’m going to 
sleep eight or ten hours every night—- 
and play some real golf.” 

PLAY NATURAL WAY, 
FIRST LESSON IN GOLF.

“How did you start playing golf?” 
I ask*d. 

“T started when T was nine years 
old.” said Gene. “When I was ecaddy- 
ing J played every minute I could get. 
practicing shots. If I bad a boy I'd 
start him pleying golf as soon as ae 
could swing a club. I'd teach him a 
few thinga and then have him play 
every day on the hardest course I could 
find. The only way to learn how to 
play is to practice where you have to 
surmount difficulties. 

“I wouldn't teach him very much. 
I'd encourage him in playing in A&A 
natural way without thinking too 
much how he played his shots. 

“T learned that way myself. I played 
a long time and cot a natural swing 
and a natural way of playing all my 
hots before I began to see many of 
‘he great golfers. When I began play- 
ing around tournaments I watched 
sume of the champions and picked up 
a few points here and there that im- 
proved my game. But I have not 
<one into it too technically. You can 
study too much. After all it’s a mat- 
‘er of hitting the ball in the way that 
is natural to you. I think Jock is one 
of the greatest match and medal play- 
era I ever saw, and he is showing me 
many things that will improve mv 
rame. 

“But IT am not going into the tech- 
nique of playing shots too much. 
have worked out my natural way of 
hitting and don’t want to lose it by 
eetting confused by studying too 
much in detail. My idea is always to 
hit a perfectly straight ball. I never 
‘ry to hook a ball. I can slice or 
ook when I need a slice or a hook, of 
-ourse, but that is very seldom. <A 
straight ball that travels right where 
vou want it to go is always the best. 

“fT know a lot of good golfers like 
‘o drive with a slight hook because a 
hooked ball travels. 
. straight ball travel well enough, and 
itting them straight. JI hit every 
vall in the same way. 
ise a alight hook you'll get a big hook 


If you get your sleep regu- 
larly every night you never feel very 
tired, and when you aren’t tired, you 
don't get careless,

“What some people don't know 
about golf is that most of the shots 
depend on leg work.

Some people will 
tell you about how to grip the club, 
how to start the club back. how to 
start it down, how to ‘pronate’ (what- 
ever that is) to sway the hips back 
and forward—all that sort of thing. 
But I don’t want to get my mind 
tangled up in all those details. If you 
use your legs right you can’t help hit- 
ting the bail right.” 

Here Sarazen jumped uf to illus- 
trate, 

“See here. It’s easy to cure a slice 
if you hit this way. I swing the club 
back and mv left knee comes forward. 
If it didn’t I’d be tied up so I couldn’t 
swing freely, Then I start the down 
swing slowly. It’s a big mistake to 
try to whip the club fast at the top 
of the swing. Just as I almost reach 
the ball my right knee comes forward. 
You can't slice if you do that. That's 
where footwork comes in, In the last 
few inches I push the clubhead for- 
ward by putting my wrists and fore- 
arms into the swing. That's all there 
is to driving. 

“] have this natural way of hitting 
and I don't vary it. I’m going to keep 
on hitting in the same way for at least 
three or four years wore. I’m not go- 
ing to analyze my shots or find out 
every detail of the best ways to nlay 
shots for three or four years. By that 
time I'll have my natural way of hit- 
ting in my system so that I can’t lose 
it. and then perhaps I'll experiment 
around a little.

And it stands to reason their judg- 
ment is far better than the spee- 
tator’s. It is a good policy to refrain 
from judging a star linksman’s play 
unless you happen to know just what 
his limit is with every club he packs 
and just what the lie. Otherwise, you 
are likely to fall down as a critic of

A Tale of “Props.” 


“The mills of the ‘Props’ 
slowly but exceeding fine!” 

Meaning, of course, that there 1s 
many a slip between the order and 
delivery of some of the props before 
work can begin on a screen produc- 
tion, even after the sets and costumes 
ure completed, the lights in working 
order and the camera prepared to 
click off footage. 

Take, for instance, the painting re- 
quired for a scene in Norma _ Tal- 
madge’s “Within the Law,” adapted 
from the stage play of the same name, 
and now being produced by Joseph 
M. Schenck with Frank Lloyd direct- 
ing. 

This drama of the underworld has 
a number of its most drastic sequen- 
ces in a courtroom set built in replica 
of the court of general sessions of 
New York.

So the Frenchman, 
determined that Germany should not 
recover unless she paid, or America 
and Britain, which were interested 
in German recovery, guaranteed Ger- 
man payment and insured France 
against German vengeance. 

Unluckily while at Paris the rep- 
resentatives of the United States and 
Great Britain promised insurance, 
that promise has been repudiated 
while neither the United States nor 
Great Britain has even proposed to 
guarantee or insure German payment. 
So the Frenchman feels himself under 
no obligation to sarifice his own sol- 
vency or safety, because an opposite 
course brings incidental hardship to 
either the United States or Great 
Britain. 

So he has gone into Germany, so he 
means to stay in Germany and so the 
ever increasing volume of British pro- 
test amounts to just nothing save as 
it provokes a bitterness growing out 
of a conviction that this British criti- 
cism is encouraging German resis- 
tance. 

You can't bave an alliance, you 
can't have a friendship, you can’t 
even have decent relations between 
two nations whose most vital inter- 
ests conflict. For England the first 
necessity is to save Germany as a 
market, this is so important that 
nothing else counts, not even French 
necessities. But for France the tirst 


necessity is that Germany shall not 
recover until she has paid—even if} 
postponement .of German recovery 
terribly cripples British prosperity. | 

“he effect of French policy must 
be harmful to Britain, exceedingly 
harmful and even perhaps dangerous. 
But the success of British licy 
would be the ruin of France, almost 
beyond argument. At least, these, 
are the two beliefs on either side of | 
the channel.

TWO POINTS 
OF COLLISION. 


Two points of collision, arise imme- 
diately, that of the debts and that of 
the Near East. France owes Great 
Britain upwards of three billions of 
dollars, about two-thirds as much as 
Britain owed the United States. The 
United States insists upon British 
payments but France not only quite 
accurately asserts that she cannot 
ay Britain, but also pursues toward 

ermany a policy which at one time 
abolishes much chance of Germany’s 
paying reparations: either to France 
or to Great Britain. 

The British argue that they dre en- 
titled to collect the French debt, pro- 
vided America collects the British and 
that it is little short of wicked for 
the French both to decline payment 
directly and by their German policy 
to abolish the chance that Britain 
will collect either directly or indirect- 
es From the British point of view 
the French are refusing to a debt, 
lessening the chance that the German 
debtor can pay Britain and beyond 
this abolishing the German market 
for British goods. This to the Eng- 
lishman seems monstrous. 

But the situation is complicatec by 
the fact that Italy and Belgium are 
also debtors to Great Britain, as wel! 
as to the United States and Frince. 
(Inevitably they stand with France on 
the whole matter of debts because like 
the French they feel themselves unable 
to pay Great Britain or the United 
States, while France waives all y- 
ment to herself. It is the British in- 
sistence upon payment by Italy and 
Belgium as well as France which 
partly explains the alienation of these 
eountries from Britain and their sup- 
pert of France,

_ Breaking reeurds, especially build- 
ing records, “is the surest thing At- 
lanta is of,” as would be said by bk io- 
riin Slappey, of “Bummin ham.” and 
are hung up at brief 
and regular intervals in practically 
every line of human endeavor in the 
Gate City of the South, the Shattering 
of previous records jn the constructiog 
line continues with such remarkable 
regularity that announcements of such 
events are growing to be almost mo- 
notonous, 

an examination of the records kept 
by City Building Inspector Charlie 
Bowen develops that the figures for 
the first fifteen days in the present 
month of February total $1.186.821, 
which is $139,392 more than the total 
for the entire month of February, 
1922, and $141,416 increase over the 
January, 1922, totals. 

Records Smashed. 
2ae total figures for 1923, inelud- 
5 tied 4 lat 

ing January, with its record-smashizgg 
figures of $3.310,011, and February, 
with only fifteen days showing $1.- 
186,821, amount to a grand total of 
$4,496,832, which is an increase of 


'$2,405.998 over the first two entire 


months of 1922, 
total of $2,092,834. 

With the present percentage of in- 
creased buibines figures showing in 
such an optimistic way, Building In- 
spector Bowen is of the opinion that 
the coming year has every promise of 
eclipsing the amazing total of the past 
year when Atlanta hung up the smash- 
ing total of $20.584,734, the createst 
building record in its eventful history, 
and perhaps the most remarkable con- 
struction totals shown by any city of 
any size in the United States, every- 
thing taken into consideration. 

Among things to be considered is 
that building figtfres in this city were 
the compilation of facts and were the 
result of no exaggeration upon the 
parts of those who estimated the fig- 
ures, It must also be considered that 
Atlanta has ut no time experienced a 
building or any other kind of boom, 
but that its great program of con- 
struction was the result of a steady 
and insistent demand for space to be 
occupied by those seeking business 
and office quarters, and the great army 
of home-seekers who have been steadi- 
ly pouring into Atlanta for some time.

The annual address of the presi- 
dent of the conference, Mrs. W. Bb. 
Higginbothom, was deiivered Monu- 
day evening before a large audience. 

The splendid leadership of Mrs 
Higginbothom has been a deteriin- 
ing factor in the rapid growth of the 
woman's work of the church for more 
than 30 years. Deeply spiritual, and

Over 1,400,v0U0 vons of freight, Iin- 
cluding 131,400,000 tons of farm 
Products, were hauled over tbe bigh 
Ways by over 1,200,000 trucks. 

Lhe siguiticance of this movement 
Can be beiter understood wuen one 
realizes that i means assisiance to 
rail as weil as wwuior truck suipments, 

lo Cincinnats trucks made possible 
in a yeur the release for the main 
line muvewent of the railrouds of 
666,000 cars, the elimination of dJU,- 
QUO switebing culs, aud advanced the 
freight wovement 52 hours. 

The reason fur this widespread soc 
cess in the develupment of supple 
mental facilities to the railruads by 
the trucks is that the shippers are be- 
ginning to appreciate generally the ia: 
that in proporuor as they relieve the 


railroads of iess-than-~arload sbip- 
ments will the railroads be able to | 
render them more efficient and cheap- 
er service on their long-haul con- 
signments. 

Vhere has come about pretty gen- 
eral agreement among railroad offi- 
cials that motor truck operation can 
be substituted fo railroad operation 
in sbort-branch line service, in trap 
ear work, and in terminal and su- 
burban distribution. In fact, over 
forty railroads today, including the | 
New York, New Haven and Hurtford, 
Great Northern, Baltimore and Ohio, | 
Chesapeake and Western, Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St Louis, 
Canadian National railways, and Phil- 
adelplia and Reading, are using motor | 
equipment with flanged whéels in 
brunch line service. 

The tonnage involved in thie inter- 
change movement between railroads 
and trucks ori,zinates in widely scat- 
tered sections of the country, a great- 
er portion of which is now being | 
moved in trucks than ever before. 

Large Truck Market in Oil Fields. |

Coincident with this Important 
ebanze toward extensive motorized 
eervice tn lecal and suburban freight 
service, there has come about an 
equally etriking realicnment in urban 
passenger transportation. The neces- 
sity for some such change as this wil] 
he appreciated, when it is recalled 
that there haa heen an increase in 
vrban population of 12.192.826, or 
28.6 per cent in the last ten years 
and that our rnral nopulation has in- 
creased only 1.518.016, or 3.1 per cent.

| New York insists upon having its special 
section for wickedness. Once it was the 
Rialto down on Fourteenth street, but the 
town moved away and left it. Then came 
the Tenderloin a little farther uptown, but 
they ruined that with electric signs an- 
nouncing the exceller.ce of breakfast foods, 
chewing gum and tooth paste.

Jancu, his work was lasting and honest; it 
was done cheerfully. For there is an old 
proverb: When the nails in the horseshoes 
are driven in with laughter they will last 
much longer than when driven in with 
curses.

much longer than the one shod by a cheer- 


less blacksmith. 

Among the maidens of the village Jancu 
liked bert Perita, the daughter of the priest. 
She knew better the angle in which to stick 
the red rose in her hair, and how to encircle 
herself with the narrow belt that held the 
blue front half into the gold tinseled green 
black half of her skirt together. Her white 
embroidered, large sleeved, open necked 
blouse was always more beautiful than any 
worn by the other girls of the village.

NSTANTLY the gypsies stopped playing 

and clambered down. from the table. 
The dancing ceased, and the peasants spilled 
the contents of glasses to get their hands 
free so as to uncover their heads. The inn- 
keeper bent to the ground, cringing like a 
dog, crawled almost on his fours to, the 
carriage. 

It had been murmured about the village 
for some time, and the news came from the 
priest, who\ was the only one in the village 
to receive news from the state or govern- 
ment, that a new prefect was coming to ad- 
minister that part of the country. But the 
peasants along the Moldava river had never 
paid much heed to such changes. A new 
prefect or an old priest never caused much 
difference. Their own quarrels were settled 
by the priest and their primar, the mayor, 
who also collected their taxes.

The okt head of the village 
could not understand a word of what the 
younger one said, for he spoke a different 
language, Greek, from the one of our coun- 
try, which the peasants did not understand. 

Then, in greater rage, the prefect pointed 
toward Jancu Gian, who was standing at a 
distance with an arm around the waist of 
his beloved and the tall fur cap tilted inso- 
lently and proudly on his forehead. It was 
not that Jancu Gian had deliberately in- 
tended to offend the prefect—he had never 
been insolent to any one—but neither had 
he ever humbled himself to another man,

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for he was proud with the pride of his 
youth and strength. He had only forgot- 
ten to bare his head.

It came 
to be considered a punishment. Exiled 
Greek boyars, living on lands which they 
had despoiled, trembled every night, lest 
Jancu Gian, the Haiduc, appear from no- 
where, across the mountains, across rivers, 
suddenly, to avenge some wrong that one 
of the hirelings had done. 


The peasants, who at first were them- 
selves afraid of the bandits, learned in time 
who were their friends. And, though occa- 
sionally they were asked to separate them- 
selves from a few lambs or a calf to furnish 
meat for the men in the forests, stories be- 
gan to circulate about good deeds done by 
Jancu Gian and his band. Poor widows 
were succored; healthy, strong youths 
dressed like peasants appeared on moonlit 
nights, just in time, to drive the oxen of 
the widows plow, or came with scythes to 
cut the grain or to thrash it, without ex- 
acting any pay for their labors.

After the first year passed other youths 
of the village, urged on by the priest him- 
self and by their own memories of Perita’s 
loveliness, offered to marry her, for it be- 
came known to all that the priest would 
never permit his daughter to marry a Hai- 
duc upon whose head a price was laid. At 
times Perita, whose youth cried for life, 
would come out to the inn and dance with 
some young man, but his hands upon her 
bare arms made her feel as if ice had 
touched her and her step would be so heavy 
and so unrhythmical that she would break 
away and cry in shame. 


‘In time, shé became known as Jancu 
Gian’s fiancee. Her misfortune and her sad- 
ness became one of the things of the vil- 
lage of which everybody was aware and of 
which nobody spoke. People merely shook 
their heads when they saw her sitting in 
front of her father’s house; they did not 
wonder. And when they saw her looking 
aimlessly at the passersby their hearts sad- 
dened. The priest and his wife accepted 


‘what had happened as done by the hand of 


God.

(NOTE—This is the second of a series 
of three remarkable articles recounting the 
hazardous expedition of an American col- 
lege professor and a French colonel into 
the mysterious valleys beyond the great 
Atlas range of Morocco. Although per- 
mission to make the journey into the “un- 
known Souss” beyond the limits of the 
protectorate was refused by the French 
authorities, Professor Andrews and his 
companion set out in spite of this fact. 
The preceding article gives an account of 
their very narrow escape from death at 
the hands of natives in the mountains.— 
The Editor). 


AY after day of changing light and 
moods, of painful fatigues and 
wonderful refreshing moments of 
rest, of fascinating glimpses of re- 
mote lives, and baffling, fleeting 
glances into wondering faces that 
greet us along our way, we jour- 

ney On towards the blank white places at 

the bottom of the map labeled Souss. Day 
after day the marvelous scenery changes, 
and each day panorama seems more splen- 

did than the last. We spend a morning 

climbing through rocky gorges, difficult and 

steep, where the mule’s hoofs clatter up a 

giant stairway of chunky cubes of gray 

basalt, irregular, sharp and slippery. 


Then we reach some nameless, barren 
height, and look back over the rugged tor- 
tuous way by which we have climbed, and 
the distance seems a poor accomplishment 
after so much effort. Five hours of wind- 
ing and climbing and toiling have gained us 
Scarce six straight miles towards our goal. 
These vast mountains piled in wild con- 
fusion and heaped like the wreckage of a 
Shattered planet, mountains battered and 
barren, flooded with white tropic sunshine, 
gray, craggy steeps dotted with flecks of 
green, and distant blue ranges holding up 
the sky, drown all thought and subdue the 
mind to a real humility, a sense of one’s 
own pitiful insignificance beside this awful 
vestitude. 


The narrow rock way winds along the 
verge of precipices almost sheer, where a 
falling stone will roll and leap and rebound 
and echo up from a cavernous dry stream 
bed far below. 


FTEN in the narrow pass along the 
cliff's edge we meet caravans of mules 
Or asses. Then follows such a shouting and 
scrambling and crowding for room to get 
by. Or on a sudden turn we run abruptly 
into the bulk of a solitary camel that makes 
the hideous noises of his kind, as his driver 
pounds his stubborn head up against the 
rock to make him give us a few inches of 
space between himself.and a sheer descent 
of 400 feet. 


The trail to the Souss follows the Oued 
Nfis, sometimes along the the top of the 
cliff, sometimes hanging midway on a pre- 
carious footing of flat stones built up on 
roots and sticks thrust into fissures, or on 
some natural ledge just wide enough for a 
single mule, and sometimes the trail goes 
far inland over a lofty peak, and we lose 
the river for hours. And then we go 
through narrow defiles, worn ten feet into 
the soft rock by the hoofs of centuries of 
mule caravans; and down narrow brooks, 
under arched bowers of perfumed honey- 
suckle and festoons of white-blooming 
clematis, cloyingly sweet, mingled with 
blackberry brambles in chevaux de-frises, 
that wickedly gouge and tear us. 

We emerge again at the brink of the 
cliff, where the canon makes an elbow 
through scarred, red-brown’ shale, or 
through gray rock seamed with broad bands 
of milk-white chalk. We look down sheer 
to the river bed which almost encircles 
some toy mud village with bright green irri- 
gated cornfields and Noah’s ark cattle drink- 
ing knee deep in a green pool. 

Sometimes as we pass through this 
breezeless valley, light showery clouds make 
the day comfortable, but again, for hours 
the sun sizzles from a clear, hot sky with 
an intensity that is torrid and African. 

Once for several hours, as we skirted 
the river along an easy trail, we rode with 
two Shelluh boys. They sat perched on 
the bulky chouari bags and keep up a rhyth- 
mical drumming with their bare heels on 
the asses’ necks. And across the Qued 
three girls with loads of faggots on their 
backs were following 
their village.

NE of the boys begins a vodel, higch- 
pitched and strangely beautiful, in 
minor eadences that fall and catch them- 


valleys, 
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Selves and fall again, like thin streams 
breaking down the face of a cliff. And 
when the yodel stops, and craggy mountain 
looming over us echoes back the last 
phrase, and faintly and far away another 
echo comes, and then one more that fades 
and dies like the amber light of dawn in the 
valley. The tune is so elusive that I can 
never quite remember it, but it haunts me 
like the memory of things that might have 
been and dreams that have not come true. 

Then a girl from across the river calls 
back an answering melody, clear and deli- 
cate, full of wild sweetness and the frank 
longing of natural hearts. And the other 
boy, after a brief pause, in which he makes 
up another short stanza, sings it to the same 
yodel tune; and another girl in turn wafts 
back her little song that echoes over the 
water and dies away. 

And so they go on framing little poems 
to the lovely echoing call, for more than 
half an hour, while we are riding along be- 
side them, and long after we have passed 
on up the valley we still hear the haunting, 
fading cadences that die into the distant 
murmur of a singing stream. 

Such fascinating moments as this were 
the charm of the journey, and these are 
the moments 
that linger in 
memory, these 
fleeting human 
contacts. For 
background 
there was. al- 
ways the glory 
of the moun- 
tain peaks, or 
the quiet love- 
liness of hiden- 
and 
the romance of 
wild gorges 
and rushing water courses. 
For unearthly romance 
there were the volcanic 
regions, wildly wonderful, 
incredbily strange. 


NE morning we toiled 
O up the side of a fu- 
sion of shapeless, jagged 
rocks banded with volcan- 
ic sulphurous streaks of pale yellow, and 
burned-out, grotesque, animal-like lumps 
of stone, painfully distorted and 
Squeezed by awful, unimaginable forces in 
some old past period of time. We reach 
the summit and descend, The winding pass 
zigzags down a vast red cone of soft vol- 
canic tuff, where the track from above 
looks like the trace of a terrific serpent of 
another age. We skirt the edge of dry 
ravines, where spring freshets have made 
deep gullies in the soft earth and left, here 
and there, strange stalagmites crowned with 
precariously balanced boulders. 

The scene is on a gigantic Scale,- un- 
canny as some landscape in the moon, The 
day is cloudy; rain and mist shroud the 
huge peaks that seem to loom near and 
towering. Through rifts in the clouds gold- 
en ladders of sunlight stream on the half- 
shadowed hills and play with an amber, elfin 
sheen on the streaked and particolored sides 
of ancient cones and landslides of purple 
tuff. 

For One whole day on the journey back, 
we were led by a short-cut trail through 
an uncharted wilderness, so holy and en- 
chanted that most natives fear to go that 
way, a region fitted for the abode of demons 
or for the ghastly magic rites of wizard 
sorceries. AS we pass Over the crest into 
the next crater valley, the light grows 
Strange and distant thunder rolls; a rare 
mountain storm is approaching. Halfway 
up the slope, surrounded by a rugged con 
tusion of stone, is an enormous rouch cuke 
of porous slag, seamed with black streaks 
of shiny obsidian; and in the center is the 
door of a cave, the home of the diinn of 
the mountain, whe roars and groels from

stands within the cavern mouth, holding a 
great curved poignard in his hand. 

Every now and then we pass cairns of 
stones piled by frightened travelers who 
have dared the way before, each stone in 
memory of a prayer against the power of 
the djinn who haunts the strange valley. 
Most of the stones are small ones placed 
by trembling religious hands, but occasion- 
ally a cairn is topped by a heavy boulder, 
an amusing monument of human ostenta- 
tion even before God and the devil. The 
dead seem very near to the living in these 
Moroccan wildernesses, and the Spirit 
world, with its sad old mystery and its 
grotesque terror is an omnipresent reality. 
The worship of saints, the use of charms, 
the appeasing of devils and djinns are con- 
trary to the pure religion of the prophet, 
but they are older than Islam, and in spite 
of the zealous fury of puritan reformers the 
soul of Africa has remained pagan. 

On the morning of theglast day, from 
one of the last heights, we gain our first 
view of the great, mysterious Souss, miles 
and miles of a vast extended plain shrouded 
in a vague haze of heat, the unknown, rich 
country visited only by a few travelers, an

summer, drying up the rivers and, streams 
that water the broad rich plain like the hot 
breath from an oven. We reached one of 
ihe towns of the plain, Sonk El Khemis, 
at nightfall, and by 8 o’clock in the evee 
ning, very sore and weary we arrived at the 
house of two of Si Lhassen’s sons-in-law, 
for this country of the Souss is our old 
Shelluh guide’s native land. By 10:30 
o'clock, after the usual Oriental ablutions 
and several glasses of mint-flavored tea, a 
platter of excellent mutton stew is bronght 
up to us, steaming hot and very peppery. 
We dip in with our hosts, who have the 
advantage of us in that their long practiced 
fingers are less sensitive to hot handfuls 
of food, and I feel some regret as the clean 
platter is handed down the ladder. But the 
next course is a great roast, sufficient to 
satisfy more appetites than ours. And comes 
the usual kouskous of steamed white mil- 
tet walling in a richly delicious mess of 
vegetables. And after grapes for dessert 
and many more glasses of tea, we stretch 
out in indolent ease and enjoy the sense of 
having achieved a quest. 

The full moon shines on a few deserted 
mud houses with gaping black holes in the 
roofs, and on a ghostly ruined kasba, de- 
stroyed long ago in some savage baronial 
feud. The broad rocky bed of the dry 
Oued Souss stretches for miles through the 
plain, which seems as white, desolate and 
dead as the moon seen through a telescope, 
One fears to go to sleep in this intense in- 
human silence, and longs for the cry of an 
owl or bark of a dog to give a hint that the 
world is still alive. 

We have reached the forbidden Souss, 
And now what kind of life shall we tind 
here, and what possible adventures are in 
store? 


“THE news of our arrival next day reached 

the great Shereefa Moulay Ali, a de- 
scendant of the Prophet and an important 
chief in this part of the Souss. He sent 
word that he would come to pay us 4 
visit and conduct us to his kasha 
where he hoped we should remain for 
some time as his guests. In the hottest 
part of the hot afternoon he arrived, a very 
simple and affable, white-bearded old gentle- 
man in a patched white dejellaba and very 
old slippers, but a large and spotless tur- 
ban. He has the dignity of a patriarch, and 
the sureness of his social position as a 
member of a Shereefian family makes him 
simply and naturally democratic. He comes 
bobbing along seated sideways on the croup 
of a very small donkey, like one of his 
humblest retainers, his old babooches dan- 
ling from the tips of his toes. 

There is a kindly and pleasant twinkle 
in the old Shereefa’s small eyes as we sit 
down together on the mat. His cordiality 
is sincere, for our visit will relieve the lo- 
tus-eating monotony of his . serene, 
patriarchal life. Hospitality to the Orien- 
tal is not only a sacred duty, but a please 
ant opportunity of contact with the world, 
and a chance for gossip and the exchange 
of ideas.

Monsieur Lapandery finds it somewhat 
difficult to explain to the Shereefa just 
what my occupation is, for a uniyersity pro- 
fessor in a Moslem country must of course 
pea religious person, an Alcoranic doctor 
living in holy sanctity and steeped in sacred 
thought.

The little group 
around the doorway wave us good-by, and 
then sit down to discuss the visit of the 
great Shereefa and congratulate the hosts 
on the honor that has come upon

A FTER a halt hour's journey through the 
é white hazy air of 3 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon, we reach the new mud-built kasha 
of Moulay Ali, a rudely imposing strong- 
hold in the pasture land south of the Oued 
Souss. We cross two great outer court- 
yards, where the flocks are kept at night, 
and go through several dark, roughly 
beamed passageways that lead to a smal! in- 
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Mer cuuri. aA vatruWw Stairway goes up to a 
corridor with three Moorish arches made 
in sunbaked clay; and off this, opens our 
apartment, a dark, very plain room with 
three little latticed windows that pierce the 
thick walls and admit slant, narrow shafts 
of burning sunlight that fall in little spotted 
lozenges on the floor. Everything in the 
castle is so plain as to give a sense of 
emptiness. The three clay arches are the 
only approach to art or decoration. There 
are no pavements, no tiles or mosaics, not 
even plaster. Everything is stark in ‘ts sim- 
Plicits 

Moulay Ali's life is no more complex 
than that of the peasant folk we have just 
visited. Although he is wealthy and pow- 
erful, his ideal of life is not the gathering 
together of “‘things.’’ His wealth consists 
in hundreds of fat sheep, sleek goats and 
a huge troop of asses and camels, ail of 
which are tended during the day by a doz- 
en or so of children and a few drivers. 
At night the flocks and troops are driven 
into the courtyards of the stronghold and 
Vast wooden gates are barred at sunset just 
as the Shereefa is saying his evening pray- 
er. This is life in the patriarchal age. Mou- 
lay Ali is only one degree removed in his 
wav of living from the nomadic Abraham 
and Lod 

(dur host uShers us into our apartment 
and a slave pours water over our hands and 
brings the charcoal brazier and the kettle 
for tea. The Shereefa is most Oriental in 
the corciality of his welcome. With smiling 
eyes and genial manner he tells us we are 
as members of his own family and safer 
than his own life. To be hospitable io 
Strangers is his greatest pleasure. If we 
will stay a month with him as his guests, 
he will killa sheep every day! In his hand 
he always carries two massive keys ten 
inches long, like St. Peter, and | wonder 
what they mav open.

Toiling Over the Mountains Which Are Like the “Wreckage of a Shat- 
tered Planet”—Arriving in the “Forbidden Souss’’—The Second 


Installment of a Remarkable Series. 
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Strange, Striking fellows, evidently of an- 
other race than the Shelluh Berbers. These 
men are graceful as Greek Statues, supple 
in their movements as wild animals, finely 
handsome with perfect white teeth, very 
dark skins, and long black hair to their 
shoulders, and their eyes have the superb 
haughty freedom of men who dwell in the 
great desert. Moulay Ali tells us they are 
a party of distant tribesmen, his especial 
friends, who live eight days’ journey by 
camel, to the southeast, over the distant 
ranges of the middle Atlas, in the land of 
Mauretania. He goes down to the court 
and invites two of the men to drink tea 
with us before they set out for home. They 
wear long, baggy white breeches and light 
flowing loose robes of dark blue and dark 
blue turbans. One of them comes in ready 
for his long ride, his face swathed like a 
Moslem woman in a blue veil to protect 
him from the heat and dust, only his deep 
eyes showing, like wells in the twilight.

Their language is 
Arabic, and they have little in common with 
the sedentary Shelluh of the Souss.

How Do You Plan Your Meals? 


HE wise homemaker plans her 
meals, making a business or a 
game of the work, according to 
her attitude toward the subject. 

Meal-planning takes time when- 
ever it is done, but the success 
is far greater, with the use of 
less time, if they are planned 


ahead. 

The worst possible time to plan what 
to eat is just after eating and the post- 
breakfast plan for dinner often shows the 
effect of a feeling that ‘anything will do. 

Plans made hurriedly, too, are usually 
for more expensive food, as there is no time 
for the long, slow cooking which most of 
the less costly foods require. 

The objection is frequently made that 
plans cannot be carried out because of un- 
expected guest. A plan. a week old may 
be changed as easily as if it were new. 

It takes less time to rearrange a definite 
plan than it does to make an entirely new 
one. 

Just try planning your meals for one 
week and note the difference, both as to 
quality of meals and money saved. 

Bre’r Rabbit Sends Greetings. 

There are so many different and fine 
ways of cooking rabbits—stew them, roast 
them, scallop them and rabbit pie 1s as cood 
as chicken pie. 

Roast Rabbit. 

Wash the rabbit with soda water. Lay 
in salted water for an hour. Stuff the 
rabbit with plain or chestnut dressing and 
sew up. Line a baking dish with the fol- 
lowing: One onion and one carrot cut up, 
a few cloves and one, bay leaf. Rub rab- 
bit with salt and pepper and lay it upon 
this dressing, putting a few strips of bacon 
across the top of the rabbit. Sift a little 
flour over the top and pour a cup of hot 
water into the pan. Cover tight and roast. 
basting frequently. When ready to serve 
put ona hot platter and garnish with slices 
of lemon and cranberry jelly. 

Rabbit Loaf. 

Cook rabbit until tender. Remove bones 
and run through food chopper, adding equal 
parts of breadcrumbs. Season with: salt 
and pepper, onion and sage, using liquid 
in which meat was boiled to moisten bread- 
crumbs. Shape into loaf, put few slices 
of pork across the top, covering wtih bread- 
crumbs, baste with melted butter and cook 
until thoroughly done-and brown. 

A Green Salad to Serve With Rabbit. 

Little green onions; diced, finely shred- 
ded cabbage, served on lettuce leaves with 
French dressing. 

Ways of Using Marshmallows. 


Many homemakers look upon marshmal- 
lows aS a confection, rather than a sweet 
to be used in a great variety of ways for 
making dainty dishes of food for the daily 
meals. 

Marshmallow Cinnamon Toast. 


Pull marshmallows. into small pieces. 
Toast slices of bread, spread with butter, 
sprinkle with cinnamon, remove crusts 
and cut each slice in three narrow Strips. 
Cover closely with the marshmallows and 
place under the gas flame or in a hot oven 
until the marshmallows begin to melt and 
are a light brown. 

Grapefruit Marshmallow Cocktail. 


Two grapefruit, three-fourths cup Mara- 
schino syrup, one box marshmallows, six 
Maraschino cherries. Pare grapefruit, re- 
move sections free from membranes and 
cut in pieces. Add the marshmallows, cut 
in pieces and grapefruit juice and leave in 
a cold place for an hour. Add Maraschino 
syrup. Divide into six glasses and garnish 
with cherries, each cut in six pieces. 

Sweet Potatoes With Marshmallows. 


One pound sweet potatoes, two table- 
spoons butter, one-half teaspoon salt, hot 
milk or cream, one box marshmallows. 
Wash potatoes, cook until soft in boiling 
salted water, peel and force through potato 
ricer. Add butter, salt.and enough liquid 
to moisten. Beat until light, put half the

Cut walnut 
meats in pieces. Mix ingredients, arrange 
on bed of lettuce and serve with mayon- 
naise. 


Marshmallow Butterscotch Pie. 
Two cups milk, one cup brown Sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 


cornstarch, three tablespoons butter, two 
eggs, One teaspoon vanilla, pastry crust, 
one box marshmaHows. Scald milk in dou- 
ble boiler, mix sugar and cornstarch, add 
milk, stir until thick, cover and cook 15 
minutes. Add butter and salt and pour over 
the slightly beaten egg yolks. Return to 
double boiler, stir and cook one minute, 
remove from fire and cool. When ready 
to serve add vanilla and pour into a baked 
pastry crust. Cut a box of marshmallows 
in pieces and put into a warm place until 
they are soft. Beat egg whites until stiff, 
beat in marshmallows and spread over the 
top of the pie. Serve as it is or if desired, 
bake in oven until slightly browned. 


Marshmallow and Prune Charlotte. 


One box marshmallows, thirty prunes, 
one cup cream, one-third cup sugar, juice 
one-half lemon, two tablespoons prune 
juice. With scissors cut twelve marsh- 
mallows in halves and eighteen in quarters. 
Cut five of the prunes in four lengthwise 
pieces each,” cut the rest in neat pieces 
about one-half size of the others. . To the 
cream add sugar and beat firm. Mix the 
small pieces of prunes and marshmallows, 
the lemon juice and prune juice lightly 
through the cream and use to fill glass cups. 
Decorate with long strips of the prunes 
and marshmallows. Chill and serve. 


Marshmallow Chocolate Roll. 


Cake—Four eggs beaten light, one cup 
sugar, one-fourth cup cocoa, one cup sifted 
flour and one teaspoon baking powder. 

Marshmallow. Cream—Thirty marshmal- 
lows, One cup sugar, one-fourth cup boiling 
water, two egg whites, beaten light and one- 
half teaspoon vanilla. Gradually beat the 
sugar into the egg, beat in the cocoa and 
butter and fold in the flour, with baking 
powder. Turn into a pan 8 1-2x13 t-3 
inches, lined with buttered paper. Let 
bake 12 minutes. Turn on a cloth, trim 
off crisp edges. When cooled a little spread 
with the marshmallow filling and roll like 
a jelly roll. Roll in the cloth and let stand 
half an hour or longer. For the cream 
melt marshmallows in a double boiler. Boil 
Sugar and water to a firm soft ball; pour 
gradually on egg whites, beat constantly; 
add vanilla and marshmallows and. beat 
until cold.

Simpie Covers for Table 
Mean Much to One 
Who Keeps House 


HE right cover for the living room 
table is a puzzle to many home- 
makers, and here, again, simplici- 
ty is the ruling factor. 

If it is a room that is suffi- 
ciently rich in effect, either a 
Square or runner made of an old 
piece of brocade or velvet is just 
the thing. This should be lined with 
sateen and finished with a tassel at each 
corner. Sometimes people prefer to bind 
these squares with gilt braid and when 
this is done the braid should be wiped off 
with a few drops of vinegar. This will 
take away the tinseled effect. ' 


A piece of the heavy Italian filet lace 
that has been darkened in a tea bath will 
sometimes give a room just the dainty 
touch it needs. But do not forget the tea 
bath to give it the rich, old look, necessary 
for fhe living room. 


For general use there is nothing in reality 
better taste than squares and runners made 
of the heavy weaves of colored linens. 
These are hemstitched around the edge 
with a very narrow double hemstitching. 
The hem is not more than a quarter of 
an inch wide and the drawn threads should 
be made to leave an opening even wider, 
Save the threads that you draw for mak- 
ing tassels at the corners. These covers 
ought never to be white (save your white 
covers for the dining room) and they ought 
to be of the roughest weave linen that 
you can find. 


LAZED chintz in the plain colors gives 


a quaint, old-fashioned look to the 
dresser in the bedroom. Where the flow- 
ered chintzes are used at the windows, a 
piece of glazed in cherry-red, old blue or 
Olive green is a decidedly good touch. 
The best finish for this is a stiff; narrow 
box plaiting of the same material, sewed 
on by machine, for this cover should be 
Strictly tailor-made. 

Do not make covers of pieces of the 
chintz left from the window draperies, for 
it 1S easy to have too much figured chintz 
in a room. A plain materail of a harmo- 
nizing color is much more pleasing: and 
more unusual. ; 


OR the “bridge table’ there have been 


different covers worked out, in linen, 
taffeta or satin, but the most» interesting 
way of covering-a card table is with a piece 
of black oilcloth. If you will examine the 
way in which the table is put together, 
you will find that the top screws in. By 
removing this part, tacking a piece of black 
Oilcloth over it, painting the wooden frame, 
any color to harmonize with the room and 
then putting the covered piece back in 
again, you will be surprised to see what 
a lovely table you have. The oilcloth js 
pleasant to play on, as it keeps the cards 
from slipping and set them off well and 
does not stain if anything is Spilled on it.

If Corn Popper Has Passed

S THE corn popper passing?

it's a good old American institution, and like the old oaken bucket and’ the 
tin dipper, the cooky jar and the bean pot, replete with associations of old-time 
domesticity. Now it seems as if the popper was passing, at least out of the home 
—along with spinning and weaving, candle dipping, the weekly wash and Thanks- 


We are still a nation Of popcorn eaters, that is, comparatively speaking, but 


we entrust the popping of this delicious kernel to the boardwalk expert, the man 
with a contraption run by electricity and a blue gas flame, who pops his corn by the 


bushel and salts and butters it with scientific exactness. 


The candy stores sell popcorn 


balls. all stuck up with sugar or molasses, and no doubt quantities of these things are sold. 


But the old-time pop-corn was popped 
at home. It was the excuse for an eve- 


«ping spent around the fire and many a 


match was first kindled and many a bash- 
ful youth was given courage first beside 
the glow of the embers when popping corn. 
And popping corn is really quite a di- 
version. It is not a poor excuse to Stay 
home some late winter evening when the 
wind is bleak and the roads treacherous. 
And about all you need for the popping 
is good quality popping corn, a popper and 
a Steady, hot fire. Of course corn pop- 
ping is most picturesque when it is done 
over the open fire. However, the 
furnace in the cellar is an. excel- 
lent place, provided you have a good 
coal of fires and do not keep the door open 
long enough to do real harm to your fire. 
You can manage well enough over a gas 
stove or oil stove. Don’t let the cora in 
the popper come in direct contact with 
the gas or oil flame. Set a sheet of some 
sort of metal over it and your corn will 
be nice and white and evenly popped. 


ROBABLY the majority of people like 


pop corn simply flavored with salt and 
putter better than in any other way. But 
pop-corn balls are a close second. Here is 
the rule for this delicacy published by 
the United States department of agricul- 
ture a decade ago, but it hasn’t been im- 
‘proved on since. It calls for a pint of 
syrup, a pint of sugar, a tablespoon of but- 
ter and one teaspoon of vinegar. Mix this 
all together and cook until the syrup 
hardens when dropped into cold water. 
Remove to the back of the stove and add 
one-half teaspoon of soda, dissolved in a 
tablespoon of hot water and then pour the 
hot syrup over four quarts of freshly 
popped corn, stirring till each iernel is well 
coated, when it can be molded into balls 


or into any desired form. 


To make sugared pop-corn make a 
syrup by boiling together two cups of 
granulated sugar and one cup of water. 
Boil until the syrup strings from the spoons 
or hardens when dropped into cold water. 
Pour this over six quarts of freshly popped 
corn and stir well. y 

Another rule for pop-corn balls calls for 
the following ingredients: one cup of 
molasses, One cup of sugar, one teaspoon 
of vinegar, two tablespoons of butter, a 
few grains of soda and four quarts of 
popped corn. Boil the molasses, sugar and 
vinegar together until it crackles in cold 
water. Add the soda and butter and pour 
over the pop-corn, stirring well before 
shaping into balls. 

Maple corn balls are made from a cup 
of- maple syrup, one-half cup of granu- 
lated sugar and three quarts of popped 
corn. Boil syrup and sugar together till 
t spins a thread. Pour this over the corn, 

ir well, and form into balls.

E have it dinned in usin our youth 


—as part of our education § in 
what used to be called the pro- 
prieties—that it is atrocious 
form for a woman to talk about 
her servants, save in the bosom 
of her family or to her most inti- 
mate friends.

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Good Things to Know 
About Baking Cakes 


“INLESS directions are given other- 
wise, always begin operations in 
making a cake by creaming the 
butter and sugar. The butter us- 
ually should not be melted but 
simply soft enough to make it 
possible to cream easily. 


Whites and yolks of egg 
should always be added separately unless 
otherwise stated. Yolks should be added 
after sugar and butter are creamed. 


Milk is usually added next. 

Then come all dry ingredients measured 
accurately and sifted together into the cake. 
After the flour has been well beaten into 


the cake ada the egg whites that have 
been beaten very light. Do not stir them 
in but use Straight strokes to fold them. 


Unless otherwise stated in the recipe al- 


ways sift flour before measuring for cake 
making. 


For greasing cake tins use lard rather 
than butter as butter sometimes makes 
the cakes stick. Before using any cook- 
ing oil for greasing tins make sure that 
it is good for this purpose. Sometimes 
these oils though excellent as a Substi- 


tute for butter in the cake make the cake 
Stick when used for greasing. 


If you want to make doubly sure that 
your cake will not stick, sprinkle the cake 
tins lightly with flour after they have been 
greased. 


Whether vour recipe mentions it or not 
always add a little salt to your cake bat- 
ter.

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LAVILUX. It is a new word, but 
it would seem that it is one we 
must add to our vocabularies. So 
we might as well learn it now as 
any other time. 


It is derived from the Latin 
words “‘clavis,” meaning key and 
‘lux,’ meaning light. A key to 
light. Clavilux. 


The clavilux is the new organ of mobile 
color. It is the new instrument = which 
makes radiant colors and molds them into 
changing shapes and forms forthe delec- 
tation of the spirit within us. We watch 
this new marvel and fragments of forgot- 
ten dreams come drifting ceaselessly. 

A young Dane, who calls himself Thomas 
Wilfred, after years of dreaming, work and 
study has brought out the clavilux. His 
first public performances were made in 
1922, but it will not be until the fal. of 
1923 that he will be booked for regular 
showings. 


HE name of W. K. Brice, a cil eaed ef 


Huntingham, Long Island, figures rath- 
er prominently in the late pretentious de- 
velopments of this color artist. Mr. Brice 
has erected in the midst of a _ beautiful 
woods on his estate the laboratory where 
Wilfred works and where stands the great 
clavilux with which his most extensive work 
has been accomplished. Wilfred has also 


swe built two other color organs which he has 


used for making the few outside engage- 
ments which he has played. 

What is it like, this instrument of mys- 
tery? Perhaps more like a pipe organ than 
anything which we know. It is equipped 
with stops and keys and levers all clear- 
ly marked with black and white numbers. 
The artist sits beforé his clavilux as an 
organist before a pipe organ and he plays 
from a store (on which are registered a 
series or numbers) as the organist plays 
trom a score of music. 

And then what happens? Much the same 
thing as happens in music. It is simply 
a difference of form. It is beauty, as 
music is beauty, as dancing is beauty, as 
poetry is beauty—silent, surging, swel- 
ling rythm. It rises from the organ against 
a screen or a blank wall behind. 


“| have invented this new optical prin- 
ciple which gives three dimentional shapes 
—form, texture and motion,’ says the 
young author of this something that seems 
to be new under the sun. 
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As he says, it is not flat colors. 
rise and dance before the eyes, forms 
come, hesitate, emerge, récéde back into 
themselves or drift away into nothingness. 
They are winged and athrill with vari-lights. 
Now they are lovely dancing figures that 
circle about before the wall and again they 
are Persian roses, twilit mountains or the 
silken folds of Arab tents ever changing 
and dreaming and drifting. 


Shapes 


S the author says, these shapes are not 
meant to represent anything. The 
marvelous colors and fleeting shapes simp- 
ily call €0 our consciousness whatever hap- 
pens to be within us. There are moments 
when strange passions call and cry and 
there are wiSping dream bits, frail and 
fragmentary and vanishing. 

Reds and golds, blues, horizon, = delft, 
midnight, then the clear clean depthless 
blue of a Mediterranean night. Greens 
soft shaded quiet, then warm and chang- 
ing, daring yellows, oranges, indigos and 
violets, orchids and roses, purples and 
volds again. They flutter like soft fold- 
ing draperies in a vagrant wind and rise 
on the wings of the dawning. 

What does it mean: 

Well, what does beauty means? Does 
beauty mean anything to you? If not 
neither will the clavilux, except mayhap as 
a performance at which to entertain guests 
who are sensitive to beauty. 
eo What is its purpose: 

What is the purpose of 
dancing? Poetry or perfumes? 

lf you cast aside a book of verse as you 
cast aside the wrappings which cover the 
food stuff from your green grocers, why 
then you will not be entertained by the 
clavilux. And yet, since one receives im- 
pressions more quickly through the eyes 
than through any other way perhaps the 
clavilux will have a wider appeal than have 
some of the other arts. 


\ HAT is the purpose? Why  § should 

man control color and play it off in 
symphonies as he controls and plays sound? 
Well, if one might watch a gorgeous sun- 
set with its changing colors and its shift- 
ing cloud shapes perhaps one might have 
no need of the clavilux. Just as one has 
no use Of listening to music in a stuffy 
concert hall t# he can hear a shepherd 
Singing tn the French hills or if he can 
sit in a little old Slovenian cafe and listen

to the delicious harmonies of a wander- 
ing Hungarian orchestra. But we of the 
cities aré denied sunsets and many other 
things of beauty. _ 

Then there is that about things that have 
been made sacred by the touch of man. 
Are not the flowering chestnuts of St. 
Cloud more beautiful remembering the soft 
footsteps of royal lovers who have walked 
there through many centuries agone? Is 
not the beauty of New York’s_ skyline 
hallowed by the millions of romances and 
the untold tragedies of the men who have 
made it? 

Wild beauty is more beautiful, many will 
say. It is altogether in your own mind 
whether you love more the cold, jagged 
beauty of the Alps, than you love the 
formal, exquisite beauty of Italian gardens.

At 
first I turned to verse and_ fantastical 
Stories. Then 1 discovered 1 had a voice so 
{ took up the flute to accompany it. I 
was finding a mode of expression.’’ 

The twelve-stringed arch flute he played, 
and sang folk songs to its accompaniment. 
it was at this time that it became neces- 
sary for him to take another name. 

“Coming from an old military family,’ 
says the Dane, “my father would not al- 
iow me to Stain the family name by the 
stigma of entertaining. You see he makes 
no difference between performing dogs and 
art.’”’ 

So, in disgrace with the tamily, the young 
singer took the name of Thomas Wilfred 
He played engagements in London = and 
then one day he received a summons to 
appear at the king’s court to play. The 
young Dane shined himself up, took his 
flute under his arm and went torward with 
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misgivings. He had never dared 
that he might play before a king. 


Now it happened that the king and 
queen, of Denmark, were guests at Buck- 
ingham palace. They heard the’ golden 
harmonies of the flute and the boy’s voice 


and immediately he was summoned to ap- 
pear at a’ command performance at the 
king’s court in Denmark. It was then 
that Wilfred’s proud, military father first 
learned the differences between dog tricks 
and a boy’s art. The wayward son had 
brought honor to the family name, but un- 
fortunately for the family, the name had 
been discarded.

T was during my studies in Copenhagen 

college,’’ says Wilfred, “back in 1905 
that I first began to experiment with col- 
ors. I would yawn over my text books and 
finally close them, darken the window, turn 
on the electricity and bring out my magic 
light bulbs.’ 

Followed these intervening years’ of 
dreaming, working and daring. And at 
last the world can sit quietly in a darken- 
ed hall and watch the inventor unfold his 
exquisite world of color.
